5  of  Middlesex,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  A  New 
Medicine  or  Syrup  por  the  Cure  or  Coughs  ”  to  be  as  follows : — 

The  medicine  for  the  cure  of  coughs,  forming  the  subject  of  my  Invention, 
consists  of  a  preparation  of  thyme,  sugar  candy,  &  beer,  with  or  without 
other  ingredients,  which  I  mix  together  &  evaporate  slowly  by  simmering 
10  till  reduced  to  about  one-half  the  quantity,  &  otherwise  prepare  it  for  use. 
This  syrup  is  very  beneficial  for  the  cure  of  a  cough,  &  is  especially  adapted 
for  children.
